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Committee to study AHS track issue

AGAWAM - The gravel track at 
Agawam High School is now the 
primary subject of an exploratory 
committee assembled by Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen. The 13-mem- 
ber committee was put together af- 
ter one city councilor called on the 
town to look into rehabilitating the 
track, which has been in a state of 
disrepair for a number of years. 

Councilor George Bitzas — who 


was appointed to the exploratory 
committee — said last week that 
he hoped revisions to the Com- 
munity Preservation Act (CPA), 
recently passed by state legisla- 
tors, would allow the town to fix 
the track. Prior to the passage of 
the revision, the town could not re- 
habilitate parks that were not built 
using CPA funds, according to 
Agawam CPA Administrator Jen- 
nifer Bonfiglio.

Cycling for a cause 


Residents participate in 33rd 
Annual Pan-Mass Challenge

On Aug. 4 and 5, cyclists from 
36 states and eight countries joined 
together in the belief that bikes 
help fight cancer. 

The riders took part in the Pan- 
Massachusetts Challenge (PMC), 
an annual bike-a-thon to raise 
money for the Dana-Farber Cancer 
Institute. 

Feeding Hills resident Lenny 
Bruso participates in the event be- 
cause he has seen a lot of his fam- 
ily members suffer from cancer. 

“I know I’m not going to be the 
doctor who cures cancer,’ said 
Bruso, “but I am going to help 
make a change.” 

Bruso’s teammates who call 
themselves, “Beer Summit,’ live 
throughout Massachusetts. He has 
personally raised over $22,000 in 
the five years he has participated in 
the event. 

To train for the Pan-Mass Chal- 
lenge, Bruso rode daily between 
the months of April and August. 
When he was not able to ride his 
bike, he used an indoor trainer. “I 
park my trainer in front of the TV 
and before I know it, 了 ve gone 10 
miles,” he said. 


On the other side of town, Aga- 
wam resident Brett Gearing also 
geared up to participate in his first 
Pan-Mass Challenge. 

Gearing, who also ran in the 
Boston Marathon several years 
ago, rode with a group of co-work- 
ers who call themselves the “Bab- 
son Benefactors.” 

“This is my first time riding 100 
miles in a single day, never mind 
almost 200 miles over two days,” 
said Gearing. However, prior to 
the event, Gearing said he was mo- 
tivated by the energy around him. 
“Fellow participants and specta- 
tors are very encouraging,’ he 
said. “I get a lot of energy out of 
the crowd.” 

According to PMC spokes- 
person, Jackie Herskovitz, many 
celebrities are among the partici- 
pants of the Pan-Mass challenge. 
In 2011, Lance Armstrong partici- 
pated in the event, and U.S. Sens. 
Scott Brown and John Kerry are 
regular riders. 

PMC Founder, Billy Starr, rides 
every year. Starr, who remains the 
executive director for the PMC, 
started the organization in 1980, 
when he pioneered the athletic 
fundraising industry. Starr began 
riding for charity after losing mul-

tion with matching funds from the 
state to fund projects involving 
Open space, historic preservation, 
affordable housing and recreation 
within the town. Agawam adopted 
the CPA in 2001. 

Last month, Gov. Deval Pat- 
rick approved the revisions to the 
act, which will provide for an ad- 
ditional $25 million in statewide 
matching funding and allow CPA 
monies to be used for repairs of 
recreational facilities and parks not 
built with CPA funds. 


Bitzas will be joined on the 
exploratory committee by Bon- 
figlio, Dan Pryce, Dave Stratton, 
Anthony Bonavita, Lyn Bussiere, 
Lindsey Wassung, Will Reichelt, 
Christopher Sparks, Richard Ther- 
oux, Lou Conte, Ric Sardella and 
Richard Clark. 

According to Cohen, they’ll be 
charged with studying the future 
potential of a new track for Aga- 
wam. 

“The track facility we currently 
have is in desperate need of be- 


ing rehabilitated and/or replaced 
and is outdated,’ Cohen wrote in 
a letter to the committee members 
last week. “The utilization of com- 
munity preservation monies is now 
allowed for such a purpose and 
exploration to accomplish this task 
must be our first step.” 

The letter went on to say that 
the committee would only be an 
advisory group, which will make 
its findings to the mayor’s office at 
the completion of its study. It will

Council forwards bond approval request to Cohen

AGAWAM - The Agawam City 
Council’s Administrative Sub- 
Committee sent a recommendation 
and requested Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen draft a resolution for coun- 
cil approval to bond $10,469,500 
for Phase II of the Southwest Area 
Sewer Extension Project. 

But the real focus of the meeting 
held last Tuesday night at the Aga- 
wam Public Library over manda- 
tory hookups to the extended sys- 
tem, was whether or not to send a 
survey to potential users, and how 
the next phase would affect the 
booming sewer rate. 

The sub-committee meeting was 


held in workshop form, allowing 
other city councilors to partici- 
pate. 

City Council President Christo- 
pher Johnson suggested the survey 
go out to the 100 potential users 
along the Phase II sewer line to 
gauge interest. “I have talked to at 
least four different property own- 
ers,’ said Johnson. “None of them 
plan to hook up unless their sep- 
tic tanks fail and the cost was too 
great to fix it.” 

Projected sewer betterment and 
hook-up costs add up to about 
$6,000. Individual homes would 
have additional costs depending on 
the complexity of the hook up. 

Johnson also said the council 
needs to establish whether or not 
it will be mandatory to hook up to 


the service. He explained the board 
of health created a regulation re- 
quiring residents to hook into the 
town’s sewer system during previ- 
ous sewer projects. But the regula- 
tion was repealed. 

“The Board of Health repealed 
the requirement in anticipation of 
the Southwest Area project,” said 
Johnson. 

Johnson said if the decision is 
made to make hook-ups manda- 
tory, it should be done through a 
city council ordinance, not a health 
regulation. He also reminded the 
committee that anyone who does 
not hook up to the sewer will not 
pay a sewer use bill. That will put 
more cost on existing users of the 
town’s sewer system. 

Administrative Sub-Committee 


Chairman Robert Rossi, who also 
chaired the ad-hoc sewer commit- 
tee and has advocated for the sewer 
projects for many years, said the 
council would need to take strong 
consideration to what is being 
asked on the survey. 

David Popielarezyk and Mike 
Parsons, engineers from Tighe & 
Bond, and Department of Public 
Works Superintendent Christopher 
Golba also attended the meeting. 

Parsons went over the updated 
costs of the Phase II project, which 
Rossi had hoped would have begun 
construction earlier this year. 

Rossi requested Tighe & Bond 
to explain a bump in the original 
engineer estimates of about $7.3 
million for Phase II. Parsons ex- 
plained the original estimates were 


much broader during the Planning 
Phase and the design phase yielded 
more details driving the estimates. 

Also added into the project is 
$492,000 in road improvements 
on Pine Street. The improvements 
are project related, but Rossi ques- 
tioned whether or not they should 
be done with Chapter 90 highway 
funding. 

“It would take up more than 60 
percent of our Chapter 90 alloca- 
tion to do those improvements,” 
said Golba. 

The committee agreed unani- 
mously to move forward with the 
recommendation to the mayor.

Knapik, Welch applaud final 
passage of comprehensive bills 


BOSTON - The Senate gaveled its last bill 
Aug. | at 12:12 a.m. signaling the end of for- 
mal session. 

The final two days of the formal session 
saw enactment of dozens of bills by the Leg- 
islature. The Senate and House came to con- 
sensus on a majority of legislative priorities 
of the 187th session, according to statements 
released by state Sen. Michael R. Knapik, 
R-Westfield, and state Sen. James T. Welch, 
D-West Springfield. 

In the finals days of session, two bills 
were enacted that affect public utilities in the 
Commonwealth. As a result of widespread 
power outages last year, the Legislature 
passed a bill to improve emergency response 
services of public utility companies. 

The Legislature enacted a bill that directly 
addresses competition among utility compa- 
nies and the high costs of electricity which is 
a major obstacle for business growth in Mas- 


sachusetts. 

In addition, the Legislature also enacted a 
bill that will prevent unnecessary and unlaw- 
ful foreclosures, reduce the number of aban- 
doned properties across the Commonwealth 
and help remove one of the biggest remain- 
ing barriers to the state’s ongoing economic 
recovery. 

The Legislature passed a “Jobs” Bill that 
implements strategically focused economic 
development policies to make Massachu- 
setts more competitive. The bill improves 
the Commonwealth’s innovation economy, 
promoting economic prosperity through 
infrastructure investments and streamlined 
permitting, facilitating the expansion of new 
and existing businesses, and training our 
workforce for the future. 

These bills, among many others, will now 
be laid before Gov. Deval Patrick for his fi- 
nal review and signature.

islative delegation is a key 
component in advocating 
for the needs of the office. 

Ashe said annually over- 
seeing and approving munic- 
ipal budgets in the hundreds 
of millions of dollars, this year over $500 
million, has prepared him to look at all ar- 
eas of operating budgets to determine cost 
effectiveness. 

A graduate of Cathedral High School and 
Assumption College in Worcester, he is a 
former board member of the Carew Street 
Boys Club and the Zoo at Forest Park.

RUTLAND - Spending your personal va- 
cation time with a son or daughter at summer 
camp is an experience no parent should pass 
up, if the opportunity presents it- 
self.

The camp’s theme this year was “Wild

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tire den we joined there. 

The Mohegan Council BSA offers boys 
entering grades 1-5 an exciting week of ad- 
venture, education and fun at Treasure Val- 
ley - really like no other day camp in this 
region. Main activities each day included 
archery, knot tying, hiking, sew- 
ing, first aid, fishing, BB guns, 
swimming lessons, nature, field 
games, arts & crafts and the wa- 
terfront with a new fleet of pad- 
dleboats. Led by a very skilled 
Cub Scout Camp Director Jeff 
Harris and younger “Sheriff 
Annie”, the program ran for five 
weeks and Scouts could attend 
the entire week or even just a 
few days. It was also very nice 
to see Sturbridge Pack 161 Cub- 
master Tom Jensen volunteering as a den 
leader all week in Timmy’s assigned group. 

For my little guy, it was the time of his 
life and one steeped in confidence-building 
activities, which quite frankly he needs a lot 
more of. 

Based in what’s known as West Camp of 
Treasure Valley, the programs were situated 
on a safe, secure, rolling green campus with 
a shady, winding, hilly entry trail from the 
parking lot above straight out of a Harry Pot- 
ter novel. A large, football-sized field await- 
ed Scouts below as an opening and closing 
ceremonial point as well as for sports of all 
types. And dovetailed around the field in a 
circular fashion were the other activity sta- 
tions interspersed in the local woodlands. 
The waterfront offered the absolute perfect- 
ly designed three-sided dock platform area 
that essentially contained the Scouts in chest 
high water at its deepest point on all three 
sides with a nice, forgiving sandy lake floor 
below. The water was crisp and clean and 
new paddleboats only added more fun to the 
experience. 

The large main headquarters and craft 
area was timber built with giant garage 
bay doors and wooden windows that were 
tied up on hooks with rope. But despite the 
campy-like settings, kids still enjoyed the 
modern conveniences of a Slushy machine,

ice cream parlor and candy store waiting for 
them inside. 

As for the camp’s staff, they offered an 
amazing mix of age, skill sets, diversity and 
humor. And they all loved kids. That was 
plenty obvious. 

As a dad, it was a pleasure for me to see 
Timmy Jr. grow in the span of one week in 
his ability to make friends from strangers 
as well as to try new things he wouldn’t or 
couldn’t do prior to attending. 

Before Cub Scout camp, Timmy had a 
real fear of jumping or putting his head un- 
derwater despite nearly two years of some- 
what failed pool-based swimming lessons. 
Because of some fine and gross motor skill 
issues, he also had difficulty standing or 
walking for long durations of time, and he 
was a bit overly sensitive to the occasional 
scratch or bump. I don’t know how or when 
it all changed, but those issues faded before 
my own eyes at Cub Scout camp. 

In my opinion, Timmy took a quantum 
leap in his physical and emotional challenge 
areas at Cub Scout camp. Because of the dai- 
ly regimen of swimming lessons, he jumped 
off a dock into the water on his own for the 
first time and ducked his head underwater 
and “talked to the fish”, as they say; instead 
of whimpering at loud crackling sounds, he 
fired a BB gun no problem; he discovered 
new patience for cool craft projects that were

difficult to construct like paper bag vests and 
leather key chains; he learned to listen better 
to his leaders (other than me); and became 
a better friend through diversity and mutual 
respect. He even drove a paddleboat all by 
himself, and played sports he avoided in the 
past. 

Perhaps it was the merit necklace beads 
staff gave out for every task accomplished, 
or that Timmy found comfort around fellow 
“Scouts”, but the transformation I witnessed 
first hand was undeniable. It was truly an in- 
spiring time for me, and possibly life chang- 
ing for Timmy Jr. All the while, I rediscov- 
ered the hidden joys of my oldest son at Cub 
Scout camp and he perhaps found his old 
dad again. 

I am sure it was not by mere coincidence 
that Timmy Jr. came home from camp and 
proceeded to ride his bicycle on two wheels 
without any assistance for the first time in 
his life. I guess a humble confidence is ev- 
erything in life.

AGAWAM -The Zoning Board of Appeals 
has approved a request from Six Flags New 
England for a special permit to construct the 
“highest swing-set ride in the world.” The 
Main Street park intends to build a 385-foot 
tall swing-set called the “Star Flyer.” Six 
Flags President John Winkler told the ZBA 
there is no timeline yet for the new ride to 
be completed, and would not confirm if it 
would be ready for the beginning of the 2013 
season. 

Agawam zoning ordinances only allow 
any structure to be built more than 200 feet 
high. Six Flags is located on a Business B 
zoned property, and a special permit is re-

tiple family members to cancer. “When he 
first started, Billy would get up at three in 
the morning and ride to Provincetown,” said 
Herskovitz. “In his first year he raised over 
$10,000, which was nearly unheard of at the 
time.” 

For 2012, there were nearly 5,500 rid- 
ers registered, ranging in age from 13-88. 
Nearly 300 riders were cancer survivors or 
patients themselves. 

The PMC had two starting lines, one in 
Sturbridge, and another in Wellesley, and 
five finish lines. Cyclists picked from 11 
different routes of varying mileage, and de- 
pending on their chosen route, were required 
to raise between $500 and $4,300 to ride in 
the PMC.

unanimous approval from the Planning 
Board on July 19 and was also supported by 
Agawam Fire Chief Alan Sirois, who was 
satisfied with all safety provisions made for 
the ride. 

It also states the ride will not cause ad- 
verse effects to the health, safety, or property 
of the neighborhood or cause an issue with 
public safety. Prouty noted the numerous 
conditions and requirements by state and 
federal agencies will ensure the ride is oper- 
ated safely and properly. 

There were few special conditions made 
by the ZBA, with Suffriti including the ad- 
ditional height flexibility. 

“I do not believe it is going to cause any 
major issues with noise at that height,” said 
Suffriti. 
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The ride will take the place of the park’s 
Sky Coaster. 

According to Melissa Pinkerton, com- 
munications manager for Six Flags, the ride 
would be the sixth “Star Flyer’ related ride, 
bringing riders to new heights at the park. 
The former Sky Coaster was known as Taz’ 
Dare Devil Dive. 

Pinkerton said Six Flags already has one 
“swing” ride known as the SkyScreamer, 
and the park was looking to develop a ride 
of a varying size. 

According to a press release from Six 
Flags, the New England version of the Sky- 
Screamer would set the world record of the 
highest swing set of its kind. The current re- 
cord-holder is a ride called the Funtime Star 
Flayer at Prater Park in Austria.

be responsible for determining the logistics, 
cost and other pertinent issues in pursuing a 
new track facility, Cohen said. 

“Tm very happy that the administration 
agreed to be proactive now. I’m very happy 
that the mayor has started to do something,” 
said Bitzas, who tried unsuccessfully to have 
the park repaired many years ago. 

“The time to start is now; the sooner, the 
better,’ he said, adding the longer it takes to 
fix the track, the more expensive it could be.

Humane society receives grant 


SPRINGFIELD — Dakin Pioneer Valley 
Humane Society has received a $9,750 grant 
from the Massachusetts Animal Coalition 
(MAC) as part of the special “I’m Animal 
Friendly” license plate program. The plates 
support spay/neuter efforts in Massachusetts 
and help to reduce the number of homeless 
animals in the state. 

Funds received from the sale of the spe- 
cial license plates are dispersed annually by 
MAC through a grant process. The proceeds 
are awarded to non-profit humane organiza- 
tions and municipal animal control agencies 
in the Commonwealth that provide spaying 
and neutering services for cats, dogs, and 
rabbits. 

The grant awarded to Dakin is helpful 
in its outreach efforts to help fund low-cost 
spay/neuter surgery for low income clients in 
Dakin’s service area. Nearly 29,000 dogs and 
cats have been sterilized at Dakin’s Commu- 
nity Spay/Neuter Clinic since it opened mid- 
October 2009. Dakin has set and achieved a 
goal of sterilizing 12,000 animals each year.

The American Heart Association recommends packing a 
healthy lunch at home to ensure that kids get the nutrition 
they need without all the fat, calories and salt found in con- 
venience foods and many school lunch meals. Too much salt, 
calories and fat can contribute to long-term health issues like 
obesity, diabetes and high blood pressure. 

Today, about one in three American kids and teens is 
overweight or obese; nearly triple the rate in 1963. Among 
children today, obesity is causing health problems that previ- 
ously weren’t seen until adulthood like type 2 diabetes, high 
blood pressure and elevated blood cholesterol levels. 

When packing a healthy lunch, choose from the rainbow 
of foods in your supermarket’s produce department. Include 
foods that are red (red peppers, apples, tomatoes), orange 
(carrots, peaches), green (salad, celery sticks) and choose 
foods from the different food groups. 

Pack healthy drinks such as water, low-fat milk or 100 per- 
cent juice with no added sugar.

When choosing luncheon meats, pick lean meats like 
turkey, ham or leftover chicken breast. Use reduced fat mayo 
or salad dressing or mustard to dress a sandwich and top with 
mixed greens or spinach for extra nutrients. 

Also remember to keep you child active. Physical inactiv- 
ity doubles the risk of heart disease so make sure and get 
your little one off the couch and out to play. It will burn off 
extra energy and calories, and for every 60 minutes of vigor- 
ous activity, it can add two years of life expectancy.
